Xoticc* is hereby iriven that Harold K. Smith appeals from 
tho order of the Federal Radio Commission of Xov. 2nd, 
1927, denying him a modification of his existing license to 
operate Radio Station W()I\() at I > c*c*kskill, Xew York, on a 
frequency of 1150 koloeyeles, 500 Watt power, and for rea¬ 
sons thereof saws as follows: 

1. The application to operate on a frequency of 1150 kilo¬ 
cycles (200.7 meters) 500 Watt power, is a reasonable* re¬ 
quest, and the public interest, convenience 1 and necessity 
would be served by the granting the»roof. 

2. 'fhe public service, as shown by the* te*stimony in this 
cause*, rendered by Station WOKO in and around the vi- 
cinity of IVc*kskill, and Hudson Valley, Xew York, is hin- 
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dered ;11 h 1 retarded bv tin* low v ve 1 «*11 irtli now assigned 
to said Station, due to tin* fact tliat many radio sets cannot 
l>e tuned to tin* wave leiurtb of 13!M) kilocycles (21.>.7 meters) 
and 2b0 Watt power and tin* public interest, convenience 
and necessity would 1m* best served by increasing the wave 
length and Watt power of said Station WOKO, to 

2 that for which application has been made, so that 
the general public in and around Peekskill, Xew York 

might 1m* able to obtain the instruction and entertainment 
which is forwarded over this radio station. 

3. At the time of the application of the appellant for a 
mod-fieation of his license. as to operate on a frequency 
of llbO kilocycles and b()() Watt power, the only other 
station that had such kilocycles and Watt power which 
miirht have remotely interfered with the broadcasting of 
Station WOKO on said frequency was WABy which was 
op<*rated at Philadelphia, Pa. by the Keystone Broadcast¬ 
ing Company. The Radio Commission iravc notice to all 
stations, under the jurisdiction of the Federal Radio Pom- 
mission. operating on 11.“in kilocycles, and all stations hav¬ 
ing a frequency near to or approximate to said frequency 
of the application of appellant for a modification of his 
license and to be assigned to 11.bn kilocycles and power of 
f)00 Watts. The only station which appeared in opposition 
to the frequency requested by appellant was said Station 
WAHQ. According to the testimony in this case, there 
could be no conflict between the station operated bv appel¬ 
lant and that operated by \\ A By, as aforesaid, for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

d. \\ OKO ope rat es toi* the service of a local public* in the 
vicinity of Peekskill, Xew York, and by reason of the local 
conditions, mountainous nature of the Country, tin* mineral 
deposits in tin* hills, it would be practically impo ss ible for 
Station WOKO. operating on tin* desired frequence, to 
interfere with Station WABy. 

ft. The testimony shows that tin* present frequency of 
WOKO is shared wiili W’OAA. Parkeslmrg, Pa., which is 
an equal distance* in miles from Peekskill as is Philadelphia, 
Pa. and that there has been no interference* between Station 
WOKO and WyAA, which indicates that the eondi- 

3 tions in and around Peekskill are such that there 
could be no interference with WABy, should the ap¬ 
plication of the appellant be granted. 
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4. The testimony shows that Station WOKO broadcasts 
programs from the National Guard ('amp at Camp Smith, 
New York, various religious services, sundry educational 
discourses in foreign languages, and a program of instruc¬ 
tion and interest to the commuuitv at largo. No testimonv 
was submitted by Station WABQ as to the nature of its pro¬ 
grams. The onlv testimonv adduced was that it eiriginallv 
had been a broadcasting station for llaverford College, that 
the llaverford College now has some* interest in the station, 
although privately owned. Appellant says that if there 
could be or would be any conflict in the broadcasting be¬ 
tween Station WOKO and Station WABQ, that tin* public 

interest, convenience and necessitv would be best served bv 

• • 

granting the modification of appellant's license, as re¬ 
quested, or, at the least by a sharing of time between the 
two stations. 

f>. That since the hearing in this case by the* Commission, 
the frequency of 11f>0 kilocycles and 500 Watt power has 
been taken by the Commission from Station WABQanel has 
been assigned to Station WCAC, which tin* testimony shows 
is allied with Station WCBQ, but which did not have the 
said frequency at the time of the hearing in this cause, be¬ 
fore the Commission, and tin* appellant says that no reason 

is shown in the testimonv in this case whv tin* said fro- 

• • 

quency should be assigned to Station WCAC in deroga¬ 
tion of the rights of this appellant. 

f>. Appellant originally applied for the frequency of 1150 
kilocycles, 500 Watt power, on May 24, 19*27. The spectrum 
issued bv tin* Commission shortlv thereafter, showed 
4 that Station WARQ was authorized to broadcast on a 
frequency of 1410 kilocycles (212.fi meters). There¬ 
after Station WARQ was granted a license to operate* on 
1150 kilocycles, 500 Watt power in derogation of the rights 
of this appellant. 

7. That WCAC at one time operated on a frequency of 
lloO kilocycles and 500 Watt power. That thereafter its 
license* was modified to a eliffe*r<*nt wave* length and after 
the* hearing aecordcel appellant by the* Commission and 
without any opportunity on the part of appellant to be 
heard, 1 lie license of WCAC was modified so as to be 
give»n the* fre*<|ue*ne*y ele*sireel by appellant, without any op¬ 
portunity on the part of appellant to be heard in opposi- 
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tion thereto. Appellant submits in this respect that he was 
deprived of his right to a hearing and to due process of 
law. 

8. Since the hearing in this case, the ('oinmission has 
taken away the license of Station WAB( t > to operate on a 
frequency of 1150 kilocycles, 500 watt power and has as¬ 
signed to it 1M40 kilocycles, and has assigned to Station 
WPAP, operating in Philadelphia, Pa., 1150 kilocycles 
and a 500 Watt power, the frequency that was applied for 
by this appellant. 

0. WPAP had previously had said frequency and 
had been taken off of said frequency. No other station 
had 1150 kilocycles, 500 Watt power, that could possibly 
have interfered, according to the testimony, with the broad¬ 
casting of appellant on said frequency. 

10. 'That the formation of the land and ground, the 
mountainous nature of the country, the minerals deposited 
by nature in the hills, make it practically impossible for 
Station WOKO, operating on the present frequency, to 

he heard bevond a verv limited region. Due to the 
5 nature of the country, just mentioned, there are 

many places outside of New York Pity and in the 
vicinity of Pcekskill, which are unable to he adequately 
served or to adequately hear New York Pity stations and 
by reason of the conditions named, cannot adequately hear 
WOKO, operating on its present frequency. The public 
interest, convenience and necessitv would be best served 
by modification of the license of Station WOKO and to al¬ 
low it to operate on the desired frequency, so as to serve 
this public, under the circumstances. 

11. That the letters offered and received in evidence from 
the Adjutant General of the Headquarters of the National 
(Iuard of New York; from P. 11. Forbush, Paptain Field 
Artillery, National Guard, New York; Board of Trustees 
of the Village of IVekskill; Phairmun of Board of Super¬ 
visors, Westchester Pounty, New York; The Full Gospel 
Pliurch, Ossining, New York; and Dr. Percy P. Snowden of 
Pcekskill. New York, (a near neighbor of broadcasting 
Station WOKO), show that the public interest, con¬ 
venience and necessitv would be best served by granting 
the modification of Station WOKO, as requested. 
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vision of the Federal Radio Commission, as herein set 
forth.

Complying with Sec. 10 of the Radio Act of 1027, appel¬ 
lees herein respectfully set forth the following findings of 
fact and state the m ounds for their decision denying appli¬ 
cation of a])]>ellant, owner of broadcasting station WOKO, 
Peekskill, Xew York, for a license to utilize frequency of 
1150 kilocycles and power of 7>(H) watts in broadcasting from 
station WOKO— 

1. Appellees file herewith certified copies of all papers 
and evidence presented to them upon the original applica¬ 
tion for license herein. 

2. (hi February *2.4, 10*27, date of the enactment of the 
Federal Radio Act of 1027, appellant was utilizing a fre¬ 
quency of 1200 kilocycles and a power of 500 watts. Prior 
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to that time, appellant utilized power of 50 watts, 
0 which was thereafter increased to 500 watts without 
permission from the licensing authority. Tender the 
provisions of Section 40 of said Act, appellant was per¬ 
mitted to utilize the same frequency and power up to and 
including April 23, 1927. 

3. Following the enactment of the Radio Act, on March 
20, 1927, appellant applied for a license to utilize frequency 
of 1290 kilocycles and power of 500 watts. On April 22, 
1927, the Commission authorized appellant to use this fre¬ 
quency and power until further order from the Commis¬ 
sion. Thereafter, beginning on dune 1, 1927 (later ex¬ 
tended to June 15, 1927), appellant was licensed to use a 
frequency of 1390 kilocycles and power of 250 watts for 
period ending July 31, 1927 (later extended to August 14, 
1927), dividing time with Station WDBZ. 

Acting under Section 4 (/) of the Radio Act, the Commis¬ 
sion found that such change in the wave length, power and 
time utilized by appellant was necessary to promote public 
interest and convenience and to serve public necessity. On 
May 20, 1927, appellant was notified that opportunity for 
a hearing to voice dissatisfaction with such change would 
be granted in accordance with rules prescribed by the Com¬ 
mission. Appellant never applied for such a hearing. 

Subsequently, on July 29, 1927, appellant applied for a 
license, to be effective beginning August 15, 1027, to utilize 
a frequency of 1390 kilocycles and power of 250 watts, and 
pursuant to said application, on August 8, 1927, the license 
of appellant was extended and renewed without alteration 
from date of expiration to October 14, 1027. Thereafter, 
on application dated October 4, 1927, seeking renewal and 
extension of license then in force, appellant was licensed 
to utilize 1390 kilocycles and power of 500 watts up 
10 to and including December 31, 1927. (Application, 
licenses, renewals, and findings relating to the public 
interest art* attached hereto and marked Fxhibit “A.”) 

4. By letter of May 24, 1927, appellant requested, intrr 
alia, license* to use frequency of 1150 kilocycles and power 
of 500 watts. On May 26, 1927, by telegram, appellant re¬ 
quested license to use frequency of 1200 kilocycles and 
power of 500 watts, instead of 1150 kilocycles and 500 watts, 
and requested the Commission to disregard letter of May 
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24. C>27. Thereafter, on September 20 , 1M27, appellant 
fina 11 y requested hearinir on application tor license to use 
frequency of 11 .”>1 > kilocycles and power of 7)00 watts. This 
request for hearinir was “ranted by the Commission. (Cor¬ 
respondence relating to requests and applications is attached 
hereto and marked Kxhibit “H.”) 

a. The hearinir from which the above-entitled appeal is 
taken, on application ot appellant tor license to operate 
broadcastin^r station \V( )K(> on frequency of 1 lot) kilocycles 
and power ot oOO watts, was held at the Conference Boom 
Department of Commerce Buildinir, Washington, I). (\, (>c- 
toher 12. 1D2 4 . (Copy of stenographic minutes of said 
heariii.tr is attached hereto and marked Kxhibit “(V') A 
memorandum in opposition to application of appellant was 
filed in behalf of station WKR.I, New York, X. Y., then 
licensed to utilize frequency of 11 > kilocycles and power 
ot *>00 watts. Station WXBII, Xew Bedford, Massachu¬ 
setts, licensed to utilize frequency and power applied for at 
the hearimr by appellant herein, submitted a letter in oppo¬ 
sition to application herein. Moreover, at the hearinir of 
October 12 , 1 1 >27. representatives of station WAIH C >, 
11 I Mi i la did phi a, Pennsylvania, operating on a frequenev 

ot 1 1 . >0 kilocycles and power of 7)00 watts, appeared 
to oppose application of appellant. 

<». Pursuant to ireneral order, on May 20 to April 1 , 1!>27. 
the Commission held public hearimrs for the purpose of 
determining: the separation in frequency required in the 
public interest to prevent interference between broadcast¬ 
ing stations located thromrhont the Cnited States, There- 
atter the ( ommission found as scientific fact that stations 
situated throuirhoul tin* l nited States, except in widelv 
separated areas, should be separated by at least 1(1 kilo¬ 
cycles. In the present state ot the science, it is impossible 
for two or more stations situated in the Cnited States to 
transmit at the same time on frequencies less than 10 kilo¬ 
cycles apart, except in widely separated areas, without in¬ 
terference beimr caused. Such interference results in sub¬ 
stantial impairment of audibility in respect to stations in 
the same ireneral ireoirmphical locality, as well as between 
the stations particularly concerned. 

Moreover, in view of the present physical development 
of the science and the demand for frequency assignments 
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(popularly called “channels”) for commercial, marine, 
amateur, and experimental, installations, including tele¬ 
vision and facsimile transmission, the Commission deter¬ 
mined that the public interest, convenience, and necessity 
required that broadcasing stations, as opposed to other 
types of radio transmission, be limited to utilization of the 
band between f>f>() and 1500 kiloeveles. The band below 550 
kiloeveles is reserved for marine and land wireless installa- 
tions. The hand from 1500 to 2000 kilocycles is assigned 
for experimental and amateur transmission. The 
12 band above 2000 kilocycles is not, in the present 
state of the science, practicable for radio communi¬ 
cation. 

It follows that there are 00 available channels, spaced 
10 kilocycles apart, of which 7 have boon set aside for Can¬ 
adian use. The 80 channels remaining must bo allocated 
bv the Commission between 685 broadcasting stations in no- 
cordanee with its finding as to the manner in which each 
station promotes the public interest and convenience and 
serves the public necessity.

8 . After consideration of all the evidence at the hearing 
ot October 12, 1027, the Commission found, in addition to 
the facts hereinabove set forth: 


That stations WOKO and WABQ were too close together 
to he operated on the same frequency at the same time 
without causing serious interference; 
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That tin* public interest, enliven: nee ami necessity amply 
warranted tin* Commission in licensing station WABQ to 
utilize frequency of 11 nil kilocycles and power of oOO watts; 

That int(*rt‘erence seriously atVeetimr stations other 
l.‘> than station WOKO and KABQ would he caused by 
urantiuLr application of appellant : 

That the public interest, convenience, and necessity would 
not be served by re*piirimr station WOKO to divide time 
with station WABQ: 

That the license ot* appellant to utilize kilocycles and 
power of :>00 watts was consistent with the public interest 
in the programs broadcast***! by station WOKO as disclosed 
by testimony offered *m behalf of appellant; 

That said frequency and power were sufficient to broad- 
cast th<* programs of station WOKO; and that public in¬ 
terest, convenience, and necessity did not warrant a change 
in the frequency or power allotted to station WOKO. 

'File <Commission therefore concluded in view of all the 
evidence before it that the public interest, convenience, and 
necessity re*piired a denial of the application herein. 
(Special Order Xo. - denying application of appellant is 
attached hereto as Kxhibit “K.”)

( c ). How frequently have you operated the station within 

the last three veal's.’ A. In tin* last three Years it

S4 has been on the air at least once every two weeks. 
Sometimes more, after our wave length was changed. 

( L >. We are speaking of the wave length of kilocycles. 
How frequently have* you operated the station upon that 
frequency? A. 1 could not say. I have* not looked at the 
record, because I have not been present at all operations. 

( t ). About how frequently.’ A. 1 have operated it three 
times on VVM) kilocycles. Mr. Sterling, the Radio Inspector, 
was up, and I put it in operation, and checked the wave 
length. And then Mr. Beale was taken seriously ill, and I 
left as an active employee of Mr. Beale and went in on an 
advisory nature. I am acting now for Mr. Horace A. 
Beale, III, who, with his mother, is the executor of his 
father’s estate. Things are upset and my records are not 
complete. I could not bring anything down here with me 
to tell you the exact dates. But that can be obtained from 
the lour book of the station. 

Q. At the time you operated, did you find any inter¬ 
ference with Station WUKOA. \o. I have never heard 
Station WOKO and have never been able to trace any 
interference to that station. We are situated much in tin* 
same way as is Mr. Smith. We are in a valley and have 
directionaI operation of 1 he wave, and at times I’hiladelphia 
could not hear us.

I went through all the records 
I could possibly get before | eame down here, to lie used, 
and the only complaint of interference with WQAA was at 
the time when the wave length was 260 meters, in the old 
days, when there was a heterodyne from two other stations

( t b Iheietore, you could not toll whether there was inter¬ 
ference or not, unless both were on at the same time? A. 
Xo, but 1 have not heard of any interference. And I could 
not find any records showing any interference. When I 
am operating the station I cannot listen for WOKO, al¬ 
though at my own station, at Media I have heard WOKO on 
their own call at Xow York Pity. It was just one note, 
single strength, and the amateur term was R:>. That is 
all I could say on that. 

Mr. Rowlontz: That is all I wish to ask. 
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Bv Commissioner Caldwell:

y. As a radio engineer, at what distance would you set 

lor two 500-watt stations to avoid heterodyning between 

them? A. That is a problem. 1 am not a radio engineer so 

that I could go into the actual measurement of it. My 

method would be to try it out. Local conditions govern 

distances of transmission and reception and when hetero- 

dvnes occur. I have heard heterodvnes from one end of 
• • 

the country to the other on exceptionally good nights, in 
the old days, but would not like to put it down on record as 
being *Jd() miles or .‘100 miles. 

As far as I would go would be to sav that at Parkcsburg 
we have no record of hearing WOKO, but I could not say 
from that that there would not be heterodyning. Hut not 
hearing them 1 do not sec* how there could be heterodyning 
unless some unforeseen condition came up that would cause 
it. I am not a theoretical man. I am practical in the 
S7 actual happenings on the air. 


l»v Commissioner Bellows: 

y. I should like to ask a question: You stated in the 
testimony that you are a practical radio man. Xow, do you 
suggest that interference between two stations on the same 
frequency will approximately be limited to the range at 
which their signals are clearlv audible?

y. The fact that you have* not heard \Y()K<) in Parkes- 
burg would not mean that it might not make 1 a heterodyne?

Our field strength is 
very weak. 

< c >. 1«» what do you attribute the weakness of your field 
strength.' A. I attribute it principally to the hills and

been abandoned. And 1 know that there is a copper mine 

also on the other side. 1 believe that has a "Teat deal to 

do with the weakness of our signals. 

Commissioner Caldwell: Mavbe the Chevrolet assembling

The station was originally located in Dvekinan Street, New 
York, but it was moved to Deekskill in June, 1D’_N>, under the 
name of Harold K. Smith, and located at I’eekskill, New 
York. Since that time we have always kept on our as¬ 
signed wave length of 2J2 meters with a power of .">() watts. 

In January, 1!7, we increased our power to oOO watts 
with the permission of the local radio inspector, whom we 
consulted on this matter before undertaking to do it. 

Do And we were informed that due to our location tliev 

» 

said it would be perfectly reasonable that we should 
increase our power to otin watts, which we have done, and 
which we operated on until the Commission cut our power 
to *27)0 watts. 

Mr. Wheatley: I think that is all, Mr. Curtis, at the 
present.

I have some letters in my pocket from Xew York State 
that I wish to call to your attention. We have one from 
Hudson,—these letters, hy the way, represent the mail of 
just the last three or four days, since we knew it was neces¬ 
sary to come down here to testify. We don't keep our dis¬ 
tance mail. So it w ill i^ivo you a roii"h idea how much mail 
we are uettinii.

100 receive letters from the Hudson Valley proving that 
our station reaches the countrv served hv WOKO, 
and it is logical to believe that WOKO would reach Phila¬ 
delphia with the same signal strength, thus ruining the pro¬ 
grams ot hotli stations. We have noticed heterodvning on 
our channel, and it lias been in a station above or below 
us, and we are sure that it was not our fault, because we 
have a crystal oscillator, and have a check-up every 15 
minutes and make an entry in the log hook of the time the 
station is inspected, and that log book is open to inspection 
• ^ *^t an; tinu. .Vncl we are also listed by the bureau 

of Standards as the ninth station in control, because of the 
fact that we employ a crystal oscillator and stabilizer in 
our operation. 

Xow, that is the main points that 1 have. 

I would like to say at this time that we have live remote 
controls, no station in Philadelphia having more, but that 
there are in Xew York Pity some of the hi# stations that 
have. And the station operating six nights a week, and 
sometimes seven nights a week, we try to make our pro¬ 
grams as interesting as possible. We have some unusual 
features, like the Koosevelt organ recital, broadcastinur 
from the Klks ( lub. W e broadcast tin* Chinatown Mis¬ 
sion Service, as does W’OKl), although last Sunday some¬ 
thing happened to the wires, and a program was put on 
from the Xew \ ork studio. We have two religious serv¬ 
ices that we broadcast Sundays, in addition to the China¬ 
town Mission. That is about all I can think of to sav at

Xow. we, in order to avoid any conflict, have suggested 
at t he out set that we are willing to take oOO watts at night 
ami JoO in, tin* day.

I hat might avoid some conflict, but at tin* best, or at the 
worst, if you care to take it that way, there ought to be a 
division ot time with these gentlemen, if there is any con- 
fli(f, <uid \\e ought at least to have some opportunitv of 
seeing from a practical demonstration whether 1 here Will 
be a conflict. In other words, if the Commission will give 
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us an opportunity to see whether there is any conllict 
within these wave lengths and these kilocycles, we hope 
that the < 'ommission will give it to us. and a practical 
lid deinonstration will answer all the theories in the 
world. And I respect fulh submit to you gentle¬ 
men that at least for a time there ought to he an effort to 
trv out this matter.
